MADISON — Mayor’ John 
Bellcoff informed the City Coun- 
cil on Tuesday that the city will 
soon be faced with a sizable 
judgment for back pay to former 
Madison policemen. 

Bellcoff said the city’s attor- 
neys will meet with the judge 
and with attorneys representing 
the former policemen to settle 
on the final figures. 

On Dec. 19, Assnciate Judge 
Wendell Durr issued. a prelimi-. 
nary judgment in favor of five 


former officers who sued for 
back incentive pay* due them 
under terms of a city ordinance 
providing extra pay of $128 a 
month for officers furthering 
their education. ‘

case brought by four other for- 
mer policemen.

shooting.

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Can a person be found guilty of driving 
under the influence of alcohol (DUI) if he is 
not actually operating a moving vehicle but 
rather is ‘steeping it off” in a parked car? 
This question arose in'a recent case when 
the defendant's car was found in a ditch 
with the defendant slumped over the stee- 
ing wheel, passed out 

he Illinois Vehicle Code provides that a 
person, shall not drive or be in actual 
Physical control of any vehicle while the 
alcohol concentration in his biood is .10 or 
more or when he is under the influence of 
alcohol. The question in many of these 
cases is what constitutes “actual physical 
control” of a vehicle. It is well established 
under Illinois law that a persan.need not be 
actually operating a moving vehicle to be 
convicted of a DUI. Proof that the defen- 
dant was in the driver's seat, possessed 
the ignition key, and had the physical 
capability of starting the engine 
establishes actual physical control. 

In the case noted. above, the defendant 
testified that when the police officer found 
him in his car, he was lying on the front 
seat and was sleeping. He denied drinking 
any alcohol prior to driving into the ditch

He maintained that only after he realized 
he was stuck in the ditch did he drink two 
cans of beer he had in the back seat. He 
felt he should not be convioted of driving 
under the influence since there was no 
evidence that he drove while he was 
intoxicated. 

The Appellate Court noted that a defen- 
dant could be in actual physical control of 
his vehicle even though he was asleep in it 
Courts nave noted that a sleeping person 
behind the wheel of.a parked car can readi- 
ly move into a driving position where he 
can endanger others. 


This particular court noted that this case 
merely involved the frequently found cir 
cumstance of an intoxicated defendagt 
sleeping in his car after driving it into a 
ditch. It noted that while the defendant pro- 
vided a version of how he came to be drunk 
in a ditch, the trial court was not obligated 
to belive him. Therefore, there was suffi- 
client evidence presented to find that the 
defendant was in “actual physical control” 
of his vehicle, and the Appellate Court af- 
firmed the conviction of the defendant in 
this matter

At this time last year, the 
prophets of gloom and doom 
were talking about new lows in 
the stock market. Would the 
Dow Jones industrial average 
go below 1700?

As we know, the decline did 
not occur and the stock market 
in 1988 closed higher than it did 
in 1987. But there still seem to 
be a‘lot of bears gripped by a 
negative economic syndrome 
that could influence the market 
to go lower. 

The market’s high in 1988 
was 2183.50; a low of 1903.51 
came around this time Jast 
year.

in 1987, which is a significant 
increase in view of the volume

But despite the 12 percent 
rise in 1988, there still is a lot 
of pessimism 

Frustration was the norm 
last year in the market.

By picking these pre- 
determined points of entry or 
exit, the investor can avoid the 
types of emotional decisions 
that wreak havoc with sizep in 
the wee hours of the morning. 





Making money in the invest- 
ment field is tough enough 
without involving our emotions. 
Emotion generally convinces us 
to sell when the market is bot- 
toming out and buy when it is 


peaking.

Beware of minimal investment business opportunity scams

Q. I recently read an ad in the 
newspaper for a business oppor- 
tunity with a minimal invest- 
ment.

A. Probably not. The classic 
business- opportunity swindle 
unfolds this way: The con man 
places ads filled with glowing 
Promises. 

Potential investors are invited 
to call-a toll-free number, for 
more information and applica- 


tion forms. Once the investor , 


expresses interest, a meeting is 
arranged-at a nearby ~ motel 
where the.con man promisés
